[{[[. That then there was yearly expended in Dying the Woollen Yarn for the 
ſaid Set-work about Three Thouſand pounds per Annum. 

IV. That then there was yearly expended in making the ſaid Set-work Three 
Hundred packs of Hemp Yarn of the value of Six pounds a pack. All which Ma- 
terials, Wages and Returns (as nNCcarT- as WE Can COMPUutre amounted to Fifty 
Thouſand pounds per Anim. 


The Reaſons Offered againſt this CASE, 


Is by the Foyners, Inrners, Sawyers, Carvers, and Caners in and about the City of 
London, Lo which 3s Anſwered : 

To their Firſt, The Upholſters of London Declare, They knew nothing ofthe 
Petition and Caſe from the Town of Bradford, nor ſolicited to the Town for it, 
2s1s fallly aflerted. They further ſay they knew not of the contrivance of the 
ſummons to the Mermaid 1n Cornhil, nor did the Beadle of their Company, know 
of, or deliver any ſuch ſummons, though his name is atfixt to it. 

To the Second, This Reaſon much proves the truth of the Reaſons given for 
the encouragement of the Woollen Manufacture 3 becauſe if Ten Thouſand do- 
zen of Set-work, ſerge and Chamlet Chairs are now yearly made as they fay, 
which Conſumes at leaſt Fifteen Hundred packs of Wooll yearly, then twice the 
quantity of Wool will be conſumed, when double the number of Chairs are made 
of the Woollen Manufacture. 

To the Third, It was once moved in Parliament 7 years ſince, That an En- 
ating Clauſe might be added to the Woollen Bill for the prohibiting CaneChairs; 
apon the Queſtion, the Houſe divided, it was carried in the Negative 3 yet the 
Members did fay if it were in a Bill by it ſelf they were much for it, and no oppor- 
nity hath offered till this preſent Parliament. As to the Dutch Matted Chairs 
great quantities were brought to Ermglavd by perſons that ſell [rdiar Goods 
and many dozens are Vended yearly which is much prejudicial to the Conſump- 
tion of Wool,and is provided againſtinthe Bill now betore this Honourable Houſe: 

To the Fourth, The Foyner, Trwrzer, Sawyer, will be (till fully imployed in 
making Frames for Chairs, the Carver allo employed - the Caner is by Trade a 
Sive and Basket-Maker, and it is believed there 1s not above Ten Maſter Caners 
at moſt, who have gone about with a Petition to the Joyners, and to ſeveral 
have declared, if they would not ſubſcribe it,and contribute toward their charge, 
they would Cane no more work for them. 

If Ten Thouſand people employed in this Woollen ManufaCture at * Bradford, 
and parts adjacent. What number may be accounted on, from Kidderminſter, 
Norwich, Linn, Taunton, Exeter, Colcheſter, &c. Which Woollen Manufactures 
were formerly much uſed in Chairs : Beſides the ſeveral other materials, which 
are made at Bermicham, Dorſet-ſhire, Somerſet-ſhire, &c, It is hambly conceived 
not le{s then Forty Thouſand perſons employed,
